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Why Aldrich Wants a 

G>n8titutional Amendment

RESOI.L’TK>N, asking that the vario-i'. sutes vote up- 
<jii a constitutional amcnJinent giving congress power 
to lew an iiiuirie lax. was iia'sed without a disseuting 
vote by the L’nited Slates senate—so we were informed 
by the telegraph last Tuestlay. 

.Seventv-scven senators were present, and each rcspoiidetl in the 
aftirniative.” .And it is the common understanding in Washington 
that the national house of representatives will also adopt this retjp- 
Intion without any opivi'ilion. ^ 

This all seems'to lie clear emnigh, and yet one caniKit under- 

atand it. , , si 

Whv sliould such a coiisiitutional amendment lie necessary r in 
the I’liited Slates an income tax was pri^w.sed as early as 1812. In 
l8fil a measure was enacted a.»sessing incomes above $800 3 per 
cent. Ijitcr changes were voted, making the lax progressive, the rates 
being 5, »nd 10 per cent on incomes from $600 to $5,000, from 
t5,OTO lo $10,000, and $10,000, resiiectively 

The amount of exfmflion was afterward raiseil to $t.ooo and 
$2 000, the law continuing in force until 1873. 

In 1894 the so-called WiU.n .Act provided an income lax, hut 
the supreme court declared it uiKonsiitittional, by a vole of 5 to 4, 

and the tax never went into operation. 

• • • 

According to this sliorl history, all that seems in be iiecessaiy 
to make the inc'me tax coiistiliitioiial again—for it evidently had 
been constitutional for about sixty-five years—would be to change the 
personnel of the supreme court in such a way that it would declare the 
uicotiie tax constitutional and rightful, with at least 5 to 4 votes. 

• • • 

, However, this is not what Senator Nelson .Aldrich and the oilier 
big capitalists and trust magitales desire. 

They practically want a constiliilioual amciidmciit against the 
Income tax. And in the following way: 

It requires a three-founhs majority of the legislatures and gov¬ 
ernors of all the states to pass an amendment to the constitution of the 

United Slates. . 

This can Merer he gotten for any measure that the capitalists op¬ 
pose as long as capitalism holds sway. 

■ » • • 

Twelve states can defeat the amendment. 

And even the most enthusiastic reformers in Washington, D. C, 
will tell you that neither New York, Connectiait, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Maine, New Hampshire, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland or West \ irginia will agree to any such prop¬ 
osition. 

And it is almost certain tliat it will be deflated m two dozen 
mtort states. ... , 

For it is easy for the capitalistic lobbyists to defeat it in at least 
one house of the legislature or get the governor to veto it. 

.And yet the capitali.-ts oiiposing the income tax need to gain but 

one more state in order to win. 

• • • 

An income tax in some fonn exists in nearly all the European 
countries and in Australia. 

England was the first country to levy this tax. Pitt presented 
the first bill for an income tax in 1798. .Although it was again abol- 
JAed in 1816, since the ruling class of England considered it only a 
war measure—it was re-enacted in 1842, when the Chartist agitation 
compelled the repeal of the Ux on food. Robert Peel—a Too—in¬ 
troduced in place of the “com laws” a bill for an income tax and 
defended it in a snecch lasting three hours and a half. It was carried 
amidst tremendous aKdause, by a Too’ parliament, mind you, and a 
rote of J5S against 149. 

Of course, the fear of the Chartist agitation, which carne near 
brinnng about a revolution in England, was at the l»ttom of it. 

The income tax has existed in England ever since. 

■Phe most sweeping change in its provisions, as we all know, 
was made a few weeks ago, when the 'naximum of the tax upon jn- 
eomes above $50,000 was rai.sed to 25 per cent—in order to provide 
^ the Dreadnau^hts and the larger navy, and alro an nld-age pen¬ 
sion for the working people. 

The feudal lords and tlie capitalists of England have been howl- 
big and holding indignation meetings ever since. And they are still 
at it. 

• • • 

While the income tax is very unpopular with the capitalists all 
•ver Europe, it is correspondingly popular with the masses of the 
people, and at the present time it could not readily be abandoned in 
any of the European countries. 

Misstatements are punished in some countries by prison, by 
guintu^ing ^ tax and V making this retroactive for five years. 

By the way, that kind of a heavy penalty U usually placed upon 
making false returns in all the European countries. 

• • • 

And this is where the hitch would come in this country. 

Our capitalists claim that it is the height of immorality for the 
government to spy upon them. ^ 

But a report from Chicago, dated July 7, states the following: 

"Complaint and protest has been made to the Cook county board 
of review, which met today, by John C. Harding that thirt^ cor¬ 
porations, organized under the laws of Illinois, should be caused to 
be assessed upon capital stock and franchises for the period from 
1904! to 1^, inclusive. The documents filed call for a total assess¬ 
ment of ^,034414,870, or about twice the total amount of the per¬ 
sonal property valuation of Cdok coimty. 

“Mr. Harding signed the protest as a p.ivate citizen and a tax¬ 
payer. He is president of the School Fund Protective association.

Who suckled me, nursed 
me. clothed me. fed me. curetl me of my fes-ers and other ailings? .Sup¬ 
pose I am a writer of novels, where did I get niy hleas. my thoughts, 
my power, .such a.s it is, of literary arrangement, form and style? 

^ 1 tell you frankly that 1 don’t know. What do I owe to Svilomtm, 
to Sliakespeare. to Rabelais, to Carlyle, to Dickens; to a hundred other 
writers? What do I owe lo personal friends; to schcxilmasters, W the 
ixxipic I have rubbed shoulders and touclied hands with all these years? 
W hat do I owe to the workshop, to the anny, to the people of the inns, 
the churches, the newspaper offices, the nurkels. and the slutm? I 
don't know. I can only tell you that these jieople have made me what 
I am and have taught me allT know. 

Xav, could 1 even write a story after all iny learning and being 
anil suffering, if I had nut fellow creatures to write about? 

.All I know, all that even a great writer knows of art or human 

nature has lieen learned from other men. Now I tell you. Practical 

Jolin. tliat I am in the debt to my tn.structors. Indeed, you woukl see 
clearly enough that if an artist engaged a man lo sit as a model for hb 
"Ca.suals." he ought to pay that man his wages. Why sliould not 
Charles Dickens pay the models for his article on Tramps? 

I owe a debt, then, to the living and the dead. Vou may. sav that 

I cannot pay the dead. But suppose the ilead have left heirs! Likely 

enough they have left heirs. .And 5 >ociaIism, with its awful justice, 
tells me tliat the claims of those heirs ary binding on me. ' - 

Or there may be a wiH. Let us instance a case of this. To none, 
in my peculiar mental makeup, am I more indebted than to Jesus 
Christ. Well he left a wilt. His will exprcsslv bids me to treat all 
men as brothers. .And to tlie extent of my indebtedness to Christ aih 
I bound to Mv all men. his heirs. And even after all these debts arc 
considered, 1, the author of a poor little tale, am still in the same posi¬ 
tion a.s the inventor of the loom, for 1 caimot so much as gri a cop^ 
printed without the-aid of myriads of Jivipg wortgnen andlof dtad in¬
